Ping is an application that test cooimunication with a speciJSed host or gateway. If a host name is 
used to test the communication, the IP address Is given with the reply. Ping is often used as an 
jcarly step in trouble shooting of appiications to help establish where the problem occurs. 

To execute the Ping command, double click the Ping icon. If you have a connection to a remote 
host or gateway, you will receive 64 bytes back. This will be displayed in a dialog box. If no 
connection is evident then the echo will be 0 bytes.

TLe FTP sender application provides file transfer services lhat are compatible with FTP. Server 
access can be restricted for security, and client and server may run concurrently. 
The FTP Server main window shows the list of FTP clients currently connected to the FTP sever 
on your machine. The list shows the IP address of the clients connected, and the usemame and 
password they have logged in with. If the user is anooymous, the password is the e mail address 
for anonymous.
